MAINLY IN POSSIBILITIES FOR DEVELOPMENT OF MUTUAL 
TRADE CONTACTS. 

" IT WAS NOTED DURING THE MEETING THAT EXPERTS HAD 
CONCLUDED TALKS FRIDAY ON A CSSR- US CONSULAR 
CONVENTION. ALSO DISCUSSED WERE SOME OTHER ASPECTS 
OF THE DEVELOPMENT OF MUTUAL RELATIONS, INCLUDING 
PREPARATION OF AN AGREEMENT FOR IMPROVEMENT IN THE FIELD OF 
SCIENTIFIC- TECHNOLOGICAL AND CULTURAL COOPERATION.''
